The  American  Rabbit  Breeders  Association  can  also  furnish  information  on  the 
sale  of  rabbit  meat  and  fur.  It  is  suggested  further  that  you  contact  your 
local  club  to  determine  whether  the  fur  buyers  in  your  community  handle 
rabbit  skins. 

You  may  be  able  to  develop  a market  for  rabbit  meat  with  high-class 
butcher  shops,  restaurants,  or  by  special  retail  trade.  It  is  possible 
that  you  can  sell  the  live  animals  to  established  markets,  hospitals,  or 
laboratories.  The  Department  does  not  have  a list  of  such  markets.  You 
should  investigate  the  possibilities  of  developing  a cooperative  market. 

Your  State  agricultural  college  and  county  agricultural  agents  may  be  able 
to  give  you  assistance  in  developing  such  a market  and  also  on  other  rabbit 
problems.  Articles  and  advertisements  in  the  rabbit  journals  are  also 
helpful  in  all  these  matters  of  purchasing  and  selling. 

If  you  are  interested  in  raising  Angora  rabbits  and  desire  information  on 
this  breed,  then  correspond  with  Mrs.  Florence  Ayers,  Secretary,  American 
Angora  Rabbit  Breeders  Specialty  Club,  2912  Hoover  Avenue,  Springfield, 
Illinois.  The  various  breeders  with  whom  you  may  correspond  can  give  you 
definite  information  on  prices  of  breeding  stock.
